FORMER ATHLETIC

That incident opens the door to 


one of the final discourses of Jesus, 
which is the present Lesson. Its

The par- 
able portrays a landlond as going 
away, and apportioning his goods 
to the stewardship of three ser- 
vants, in the proportion of five,

The first two

an incompetent whiner, and got 
his deserts at the final reckoning. 


The one failure among the three 


stewards in the parable had had a 
long loaf, on pay; and thought he 
could square himself at last by 
glib explanations and criticisms. 
He had not got hold of the main 
idea that he was only an employe, 
a custodian; and that his first and 
supreme loyalty was to his master. 
He was a rebel against authority, a 
sort of early bolshevik, profuse in 
grievances and poor in perform- 
ance. The idea of 
personal 
ac- 


countability did not bulk large in 
his thinking. 
That Day of Beckoning. 


Now the central lesson of this 


Lesson—the reason why Jesus told 
the story—is that life is not a go- 
as-you-please excursion, but a seri- 
ous business of stewardship. Man 
is held to account. There is a day 
of 
reckoning inescapably ahead. 


Human capabilities are delegated 
responsibilities. 
Our powers are 


ours only to use at the will of a 
Higher Authority. 
God 
leaves 


much to man—awesomely much— 
and sometimes 
His 
accounting 


fieems long delayed; for the final 
verdict upon us is no snapjudg- 
ment. 
But eventually and inevit- 


ably, man, 
the 
steward, 
must 


answer to God, the Master, for the 
use he has made of his life and its 


ity. 
There are many potentially 


great men who have become mere- 
ly rich men; and so must be writ- 
ten down as failures. Every indus- 
try and calling and profession is 
cluttered up with' routine and per- 
functory 
and 
vlsionless workers 


who simply have failed to rise up 
to the level of their own capabili- 
ties. 
They are five-talented men 


who are content to do two-talent 
work; and two-talent 
men 
who 


have settled down to the one-talent 
class; a.nd one-talent 
men who, 


idling and envying, are altogether 
on the red side of life's ledger. 


On the other hand—and this is 


what makes the world go round— 
there are five-talent men and two- 
talent men who work up to capac- 
ity. 
They "get on" by going on. 


Their ability, diligently exercised, 
brings promotion. They are the fit, 
who can be trusted, without an 
employer's-eye upon them, to get 
the best possible out of themselves 


The Man Who Fell Down. 


Once I traveled from Port Said 


to London on a Scotch ship from 
Burma, filled with young men on 
leave. 
Some were going home in 


pride to promotion: some were re- 
turning jobless.

Capacities and powers 
He recognised, differ with person- 
alities. In the story told by Him, 
which Is our Lesson, one servant 
was a five-talent man, one was a 
two-talent man and the third was 
a one-talent man.

from all. The least-endowed had 
no more reason for failure, in his 
proportion, then the best-equipped.
